There  tyis  been  three 
water-witches  (as  '■tHey  call  them,) 
trying  the  experiment,  and  fav, 
there  is  fourfeet  fquare  of  vert  laic 
water  at  the  top  of  the  bank,  which, 
is  not  an  hundred  feet  from  the  wa- 
ter , and  clofe  to  it  a very  eafy  at- 
tending hill,  for  feveral  miles;  and. 
alio  the  wood  along  the  river.  A. 
coal  bank  within  three  hundred 
yards.  There  is  alfo  five  valuable 
coal  banks,  which  are  near  the  liv- 
er, wich  ealy  acccls  to  them.  A 
coal  yard  and  boatyard;  and  it  i& 
laid,  leveral  falt-p.  tie  caves  The 
bottoms  and  aldngthe  creeks  would 
produce  good  cotton  or  heinp  Lex- 
ington alone,  independent  of  the  - 
country  blackfmiths.  c ,nfu  i.ea"'!

Oslo.  22 — None  of  our  cruifers 
were  lo  he  feen  from  the  top  of  the 
cattle.  The  Tripolit.ui  gun  boats 
were  Jifurmeii,  and  the  liafhaw’s 
gunners  were  employed  in  drawing 
the  charges  from  the  cannon  on  the 
battery.  Many  of  the  guns  now 
itood  in  the  land,  as  they  did  when 
commodore  Preble  find  attacked  the 
'town.  On  being  fired  two  or  three 
times,  they  recoiled  into  the  fand  lo 
deep  that  they  could  not  be  worked, 
and  were  abandoned.  The  Baihaw 
told  me,  that  if  he  had  three  frigates, 
he  would  blockade  America.  He 
laid  he  could  doit  as  eafily  as  a fri- 
gate and  a fchooner  coukl  blockade 
Tripoli  ! 

OFlo.  26. — A great  fcarcity  of 
grain.  Our  crew  had  no  bread  for1 
three  days.  The  Baihaw  gave  or- 
ders to  all  the  market  people,  not  to 
fell  grain  to  any  body  but  bis  houle- 
hold. — There  was  no  bread  to  be  had 
for  money.  A difpute  took  place 
between  the  Bafliavv  and  the  1 enega- 
<lo  Lvlle,  about  the  purchafing  of 
forae  barley.  Lyfle  was  confidera- 
bly  intoxicated,  and  infilled  on  his 
right  to  purChafe  grain  in  the  mar- 
ket. The  Baihaw  was  highly  af- 
fronted, and  flew  at  him  with  all 
his  might,  llruck  him,  and  ordered 
his  Mamelukes  to  difarm  him  and 
put  him  in  prifon,  which  they  drove 
to  obey,  and  carried  him  off.  i he 
Baihaw,  however,  foon  ordered  him 
releafed,  and  then  ordered  his  ter- 
vant,  who  was  fuppoled  to  be  the 
caufe  of  the  quarrel,  ballmadoed 
with  five  hundred  blows,  which 
was  immediately  put  into  execu- 
tion. • • ■ » 

Nov.  9 — The  Baihaw  had  an  e- 
pileptic  fit  ; and  his  people  thought 
he  was  poffefled  with  the  Devil. 
They  performed  many  ceremonies 
to  call  him  out,  which  they  lay  fuc- 
ceeded.  The  Turks  laid  they  law 
many  ghofls  the  night  before  ; and 
that  a Marabewt  drove  the  devil 
out  of  the  Baihaw. 

Dec.  6 — Our  men  fuller  fer  the 
want  of  provifions.  The  Baihaw 
does  not  allow  them  either  vidua  Is 
or  cafli.  They  get  but  a fmall  allow- 
\ ance  of  bread,  and  that  on  the  cre- 

dic  of  their  own  country.  They 
are  beat  unmercifully,  and  compel- 
led to  work  hard  every  day. 

Dec.  7 — I was  informed,  that 
through  the  influence  ofmati)-  Turks, 
the  Baihaw  had  given  orders  to  Sar- 
cy,  our  mailer,  to  treat  the  Ameri- 
can profoners  with  the  utmoft  cru 
elty,  in  order  to  induce  the  United 
States  the  fooner  to  make  peace. 
He  was  impatient  for  his  money.  • 

Dec.  to — Our  men  all  agreed  not 
to  work  unlefs  they  were  fed  ; and 
accordingly  when  the  wardens  went 
to  the  prifon  and  ordered  them  out, 
they,  all  refuted.  The  wardens 
whipped  them  until  thev were  tired, 
and  then  went  to  inform  the  Baihaw, 
who  immediately  orue  red  them 
bread  and  oil,  and  they  went  to 
work. » s . . 

Dec.  1 1 — At  evening  the  Bey, 
' the  eldelt  fon  of  the  Baihaw,  was 
married  to  his  firtt  coufin,  eldeil 
tjaughter  of  the  Baihaw  who  was 
driven  out  of  Tripoli  by  the  pre- 
fent  BaQaaw.  The  bride  was  laid 
to  be  very  handfjme,  and  but  12 
years  old. 

Our  boatfwain)  carpenter,  fail- 
maker,  and  lirfl  mailer’s  mate,  who 
had  the  liberty  of  the  town  for  a 
few  months,  were  put  in  cfofe  con- 
finement with  our  other  officers,  on 
fufpicion  of  attempting  to  rails  the 
crew  to  take  the  town. 

Dec.  25 — The  li.jfliaw’s  Ton  in  law, 
Selim,  who  had  charge  of  the  (lores, 
deteCled  in  felling  a quantity  of  cordage 
to  a Tunilian  merchant.  The  Ba'haw 
ordered  him  five  hundred  baftinadoes; 
hut  Selim  (led  to  a Marabewt,  for  pro- 
tection, and  efcaped  punifhment. 

Jgi.  24— -Renegado  VViTon,  who 
pretended  to  b - a gicat  engineer,  ’.vai 
ordered  by  the  Balhatv  to  file  hot  (hot 
nc  a mar!.,  but  lucceedrd  ind  IT  retttly. 
'The  Baihaw,  however,  was  highly 
pleafed,  gave  Wilfon  eight  dollar?,  arid 
proinifed  to  reward  him  in  proportion  to 
liis  exertaons  in  future  warfare.  Wil- 
lon  engaged  to  teach  the  Turks  how  to 
throw  bombs,  hot  Ihot,  and  grenades  ; 
and  lo  altar  and  improve  the  fortiiica 
lions,  fee. 

Jan  25-  -The  N ilb'aw  fent  Hi  • to  viflt 
the  wife  of  Alla  M iineliil.e.  . She  wi- 
nner a w de  or  concubine  lo  tile  Baihaw. 
who  gave  her  as  a w ife  to  his  f*voritr. 
S Ire  was  fift.-r  to  a wife  of  the  limpr- 
r.ir  nlTl  rii.co,  about  e.gliteen.  and 
vri.  liainlbime.  She  was  in  chil  l bed 
ti  .vail,  attended  bv  a nund)rr*of  Jewilli 
women.  She  w.  s drbveie  1 of  a I'm,  her 
fir  ft  child,  to  the  great  joy  or  all  tin 
Turks  in  the  c;. flic,  11  de  and  ( -m  ile. 
}r  was  pi 01  binned  by  a lord  veil  ng  with 
cl  ppirlg  tile  hand  to  Ec  from  the  UOUtl  ; 
by  the  u.j.,1  ul  tli-  Sadie. 


jjn  20— Tite  Bafli  uv  was  informed 
by  Willi. 1:,  the  renrgado,  that  our  crew 
acre  all  armed,  and  aOout  to  rife  upon 

tin*  town Search  was  made,  and  the 

report  fond  to  be  fa  lie.  But  the  Baih- 
aw was  much  intimidated,  and  ail  ad- 
ditional guard  was  placed  over  us. 

'i\b.  1—  George  Griffiths,  one  of  our 
crew,  having  informed  the  Baihaw  that 
he  could  build  an  air  furnace,  and  call 
guus,  Ihot.  fee.  furniflied  with  a mai'oii 
and  nine  of  our  crew,  and  let  to  work, 
with  a promile  that  he  (liould  hate 
100  dollars  for  the  firlt  (hot  lie  Ihoultl 
call.  After  expending  about  five  hun- 
dred dol'aVs  in  tT;e  experiment,  Griffith- 
this  day  attempted  ablad  in  his  furnace  ; 
bV  with  all  the  wood  and  coal  that  the 
Baihaw  could  furnilh,  he  could  got  melt' 
the  iron,  and  the  furnace  cracked  ii 
levernlplar.es.  It  afterwards  appeared' 
chat  Griffiths  had  no  intetlUcn  to  cud 
any  Ihot. 

Feb.  5 — While  a number  of  our  men 
were  at  work  at  the  north  corner  of  tilt 
caltle,  a large  body  of  the  wall  fell  and 
killed  Jacob  Dowdelher.  Tile  only  con- 
olation  we  received  from  the  Turks 
was,  that  he  was  dmket  deric  and 
sansafedab — that  is  D n bis  mo- 


war  and  force  tbs  Americans  to  pay  i 
bis  demand.  1c  was  concluded  that'the! 
Balhaw’s  women  and  children  (liould! 
Hay  at  the  caftie,  during  the  luinmcr. , 
They  faid  that  if  they  mull  be  taken, [ 
they  would  rather  fall  into  the  hands  of 
the  Americans  than  the  Arabs. 

April  13 — 16—  The  Baihaw  declared, 
that  if  the  Americans  drove  him  to 
extremes,  or  attacked  bis  town,  he 
would  put  ebery  American  prifoncr  to 
death. 

April  19— The  Baihaw  interrogated 
me  concerning- the  force  of  my  country  ; 
lie  alked  me  how  many  marines  the  U- 
nited  States  kept  in  pay.  My  anfwer. 
t»r  good  rjalons,  was',  ten  thonfand  ! 
How  many  troops  ? lie  alked-— Eighty 
thoufaod,  laid  I,  are  jin  readinefs  to 
march  to  defend  their  country,  at  any 
moment  ; and  one  million  of  nulitia  are 
alfo  ready  to  fight  for  the  liberty  and 
rights  of  their  countrymen  i — At  this 
his  highnefs  alfumed  a very  ierious  look, 
and  I returned  to  my  room. 

April  27 — A very  oppr»fiive  Syroc 
wind-— Several  companies  of  Arabs  had 
arrived  within  a few  days  : about  300 
boric  and  700  foot.

A larch  l— An  American  Irigate  ap 
peared  oif  the  harbor.  The  Turks  were 
all  at  their  quarters,  and  were  manning 
their  gun  boats. 

The  Baihaw  was  preparing  an  arma- 
ment to  go  againtl  Home  of  his  l efi  aifto- 
ry  tribes  on  the  borders  of  Egypt. 

March  4 — HalTan  Bey,  the  Baffiaw’.- 
chief  mameluke,  was  appointed  to  tom-; 
mand  the  expedition  towards  Egypt,  oil' 
the  borders  of  the  dominions  of  Tripoli. 
HalTan  and  his  officers  were  attended  by 
thv  Baihaw  and  levcral  (land  of 
colors  to  a Marabewt  about  three  miles 
from  town,  to  receive  abfoljtion  and! 
affurances  of  viftory  in  the  intended  ex- 
pedition.-—A great  part  of  the  crew, 
and  many  Turks  and  Jews  were  employ- 
ed in  packing  up  ammunition,  Sts.  for 
the  camp. 

March  5 — Two  frigates,  and  a brig, 
fuppofed  to  be  Americans,  appeared  ofl 
the  harbor.  The  people  of  T iooli  were 
preparing  and  moving  their  efleffis  into 
the  count  y,  expecting  a fiege  by  the 
Americans. 

March  12--S  wallows  appeared.  Ap- 
ple, peach  and  plumb  trees  were  in  blof- 
fom,  and  peas  in  market. 

March  17  —Walking  by  the  houfe 
called  the  American  lioui'e,  I perceived 
it  was  full  of  Tarks.  and  a llrong  guard 
was  at  the  door.'  On  enquiry,  1 found 
that  they  were  the  Ions  and  neared  rela- 
tions of  the  Balhaw’s  officers,  who  had 
gone  in  the  expedition  to  the  frontiers. 
The  Baihaw  kept  thefe  people  as  hofta- 
ges  for  the  fidelity  of  his  officers,  whom 
it  appears  he  was  afraid  to  trud,  Itll 
they  might  join  in  the  rebellion  anu 
come  againd  Tripoli.  It  was  faid  that 
His  highnefs  had  received  a letter,  -dat- 
ing the  Americans  were  making  great 
preparations  to  attack  Tripoli.  A tent 
was  pitched  on  the  batterv  of  the  caftie, 
and  orders  were  given  to  keep  wati  h all 
light,  and  every  night  afterwards. 
Orders  were  alio  given  to  make  every 
preparation  to  repel  the  Americans. 

March  18 — The  Bafliaw  lent  his  fon- 
in-law  into  the  country  for  troops  to 
iroteft  Tripoli.  - 

March  19— It  was  reported  and  gen- 
erally believed  that  the  Americans  had 
been  to  Alexandra  in  Egypt,  where 
hey  had  got  the  £x-Ba(haw  and  four 
tiioufand  Egyptians  and  carried  them  to 
Syracul'e,  where  they  were  to  be  land- 
ed to  aA  in  concert  with  the  Ameri- 
cans.againft  Tripoli.  1 perceived  many 
private  councils  and  long  faces  amone- 
the  T rks.  . 6 

Aiarcb  21 — A frigate  and  brig  ap 
peared  off  the  harbour.  The  Baihaw 
old  me  that  he  fulpedrd  commodore 
Barron  was  dead,  as  he  had  not  heard 
from  him  fora  time.  Not  long  before, 
he  had  told  me,  that  lie  had  heard  of 
the  death  of  his  brother,  the  Ex-Balh- 
hw.  He  l'eemed  highly  pleafed  at 
inch  news.  Several  of  the  foils  and" 
deareft  friends  of  his  chiefs  in  the  coun 
try,  were  brought  into  the  cadle,  as 
hoitages  for  their  fidelity  to  the  prefent 
Baihaw.  Symptoms  of  diffatisfadion 
appeared  amonglt  the  people. 

Aiarcb  22—- 1 vvo  negroes  were  hung 
at  the  gate  of  thecitv  fur  robbery  ° 

ihe  Bafliaw’s.  fon-in-law  who  had 
been  fent  into  the  country  to  collect 
tioops  to  protect  Tr.poii,  returned 
wui, out  having  met  with  any  fuccefs. 
1 people  rc  filled  to  fight  for  the  Halh- 
a'vi  becaule  he  had  made  unufnal  de- 
nan. Is  tvr  their  money,  and  had  even 
dripped  their  wives  of  their  jewels 
. or  ieverai  days,  it  had  been  reported 
that  ten  t h uii and  troops  were  to  inufte 
>11  t lie  beach  near  the  town  ; and  lus 
highnefs  was  to  make  a fpeech  to  en- 
011  rage  them  to  fight  for  him  againft 
.he  Americans  and  his  brother.  I pre- 
wired my  fell  to  fee  thefe  troops;  hut 
o mv  dii  ippointment  not  one  of  them 
a.  ft.  arc. I. 

April  7 — One  of  our  cMsifers  appear- 
.i.  A large  gun  boat  was  launched, 

H ell  was  built  by  renegado  Wed, 
v*io  was  one  of  our  crew  and  turned 
Ta  k. 

Ap  'ti  12  — 'Tie  Biftiaw  received  an 
•nlavorable  letter  front  his  agent  at 
Malta,  concerning  the  armament  of  the 
American'.  The  Spanilh  cooful,  pre- 
'ented  the  Bafh  i'v  three  hundred  Hand 
h arms  and  < nuo  ber  of  pidols,  and, 
u u f — 1,  ai.ifcd  him  to  keep  tip  the

NOW  William,  whole  furname 
is  Littell,  abode  in  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort in  thofe  days  : 

2.  And  this  man  had  found  the 
kook  of  the  law,  which  had  been 
loll,  and  when  he  found  it  he  rejoic- 
ed greatly  ; .*.- 

5.  And  he  faid  within  himfelf, 
a Behold  I will  l’peak  unto  the  wife 
men  and  the  chiefs  of  the  people, 
that  they  caul'e  many  fair  copies  of 
this  book  to  be  made  out,  and  dif- 
perfed  through  all  the  land. 

4.  “ Then  fliall  the  people  read 
therein  and  learn  to  do  that  which  is 
right  every  man  to  his  neighbour 
and  to  the  llranger  within  his  gates. 

5.  “ Moreover,  all  thejudges  fliall 
read  therein,  and  know  how  to  judge 
righteoufly  among  the  people  : 

6.  “ Yea,  even  John  O’Biunder 
himfelf,  will  learn  after  a certain 
time  not  to  condemn  the  jull  caule 
of  the  righteous  man  ; 

7.  ‘‘  And  as  reading  the  book  of 
the  1 awj*  which  was  found  in  the 
days  of  Joliah,  caufed  all  Ifrael  to 
repent,  lo  fliall  the  reading  of  this 
book,  caule  all  the  people  to  forfake 
their  fins  and  work  tighteoufnefs.” 

8.  Howbeit,  William  faid  this  in 
the  limplicity  of  his  heart,  for  he 
will  not  that  there  were  any  fons  of 
Belial  among  the  chiefs  of  the  peo- 
ple, 

9.  AndWilliam  corr.munedon  this 
matter  witli  Chriilopher  the  pr 
and  with  the  judges  and  chief 
tains  of  the  hod,  and  with  the  lteat 
men  of  the  realm  : 

10.  And  they  all  faid  with  one 
voice  “ that  it  behoved  the  wife 
men  and  chiefs  of  the  people  to  do 
this  thing.” 

1 1 . And  it  came  to  pafs  in  the  fe- 
6ond  year  of  the  reign  of  Chrillo- 
pher,  that  William  wrote  unto  the 
chiefs  of  the  people  an  exceeding 
great  letter  touching  this  matter. 

12  And  this  letter,  as  the  cuftom 
is,  was  given  unto  Thomas  the  chief 
feribe  to  read,  and  he  read  it  with  a 
loud  voice  in  the  prefence  of  all  the 
chiefs.  - 

13.  And  when  they  heard  it  they 
marvelled,  for  many  of  the  chiefs 
Bad  never  known  that  the  book  of 
the  law  had  been  loll. 

14.  Then  laid  one  of  the  chiefs, 
this  is  a new  matter  which  we  un- 
dertland  not,  therefore  let  the  af- 
fenibly  of  cunning  men  enquire  into 
it  and  make  report  to  us  what  is  pro- 
per to  do  therein. 

15.  A fid  this  counfel  pleafed  all 
the  chiefs,  and  they  alfented  thereto. 

16.  But  it  came  to  pafs  on  the  26th 
day  of  the  eleventh  month,  on  the 
evening  of  that  day,  that  latan  en- 
tered into  Henry. 

17.  And  he  cried  out  with  a loud 
voice,  in  the  alfembly  of  the  cunning 
men  and  faid,  . 

18.  “It  is  not  expedient,  vecun 
ning  men,  for  the  chiefs  of  the  peo- 
ple to  hearken  unto  the  words  of 
William,  for  he  will  lead  them  into 
a wide  field  full  of  dark  mountains, 
where  they  will  Humble  and  fall  and 
rife  no  more.” 

19.  And  forafmuch  as  the  coun  • 
fel  of  Henry  was  held  in  great  efteem 
among  the  cunning  men,  they  re- 
ported to  the  chiefs  that  it  behoved 
them  to  have  no  communication 
with  William. 

20-  But  there  was  among  the 
clnefs  of  the  people,  a certain  man 
whole  name  was  Jbhn  ; 

21.  And  this  man  was  a mighty 
counlellor,  and  had  a more  perfedl 
knowledg  of  the  laws  and  ftalur.es 
than  any  man  in  the  realm  of  Ken- 
tucky : 

22.  He  therefore  cared  not  for

that  the  counfel  of  Henry,  and  of 
the  cunning  men  was  not  good,  but 
they  ought  to  hearken  unto  Wil- 
liam. 

23.  Then  thirty  and  three  of  the 
chiefs  faid  “ We  will  hear  wiiat  this 
man  hath  to  fay  :” 

24.  And  William  rofe  up  and  pro- 
pounded the  whole  matter  unto 
them  and  many  of  the  chiefs  af 
feu  ted  to  what  he  laid. 

25.  'There  were,  however,  fome 
of  the  chiefs  who  under Rood  nothing 
of  this  matter,  8c  many  who  doubt- 
cd  ; 

26.  And  fome  faid  this  Is  furely  a 
defirable  tlii  ng,  butinuch  money  will 
be  required  for  making  out  Aelc  co- 
pies, this  money  we  have  not,  and 
it  will  vex  the  fouls  of  the  people  to 
be  taxed  therefor. 

27.  Moreover,  there  were  among 
the  chiefs  of  the  people,  certain  fons 
of  Belial,  and  when  they  favv  that 
fatan  had  entered  into  Henry,  they 
took  courage,  and  faid  one  unto  a- 
nother, 

20.  “ Go  to  ! now  Igt  Us  raife  up 
a great  flrife  with  WiHriniw&  bring 
all  his  counfel  to  nauglq..”

Kutufow  palled 
the  Danube.  M.  Mortier  had  pre- 
vioufly eroded  to  keep  the  archduke 
Ferdinand’s  corps  in  check.  In  the 
dftern-on  of  the  toth,  he  approach- 
ed and  drove  back  Kutufow’a  ad- 
vanced polls  to  Stien.  On  the  11th 
the  Ryffians  determined  to  atjack 
him  near  Keems.  The  attack  was 
eminently  fuccefsful,  and  marflul 
Mortier,  who  was  endeavouring  to 
take  the  Aullrio  Ruffians  in  flank, 
was  entirely  cut  off. — After  an  ob- 
dinate  battle,  in  winch  two-thirds 
of  the  French  divifion  were  killed, 
the  red  withdrew  to  the  cadle  fo  ce- 
lebrated in  hidory  as  being  the  place 
where  our  gallant  Richard  Coer  de 
Lion  was  confined.  T here  the' Ruf- 
fians furrounded  ar.d  forced  them  to 
capitulate  to  the  amount  of  between 
2 and  3000  men,  including  a briga- 
dier general,  two  colonels,  one  lieu- 
tenant colonel,  and  thirty.fix  other 
officers.  Mortier  is  fuppofed  to 
have  been  killed.  The  lofs  on  the 
part  of  the  allies  is  edimated  at 
2000  men — amongd  the  killed  was 
the  excellent  Audrian  gen.  Shimidt, 
whohadjud  been  appointed  to  the 
fitua.tion  filled  by  gen.

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The  prince  bad  been  ordered  to  de- 
moliili  the  bridge  ac  VienBa,  but  a 
courier  was  fent  to  him  from  prince 
Murat,  informing  him  that  the  pre- 
liminaries ot  peace  had  been  figned 
between  the  two  powers.  Prince 
Auerlberg  accordingly  palled  the 
Danube  immediately. 

The  intelligence  from  the  other 
parts  of  Germany  and  from  Italy, 
though  not  fo  favourable  as  that 
from  Krems,  is  extremely  conlola- 
tory.  Wolfskuhl  has  certainly  cut 
his  way  to  the  Danube,  and  Ney 
has  not  dared  to  advance  from  Inf- 
pruck. — The  whole  country  is  in 
arms  around  him,  and  his  fummons 
of  the  ib.tes  ofTyrol  to  meet  at  In- 
fpruck,  has  been  treated  with  the 
utmoff  contempt. 

The  retreat  of  the  archduke  Char- 
les is  characterized  as  one  of  the 
noil  mafterly  that  ever  was  made, 
lie  is  arrived  at  Laybach,  the  capi- 
tal of  Corniola,  and  is  in  full  march 
towards  Vienna.  .Vlannoiu  s corps 
is  not  ttrong  enough  to  cut  oft  his  re- 
treat ; and  we  expert  to  lee  him 
cinder  the  walls  ot  the  capital,  not 
a prey  “ to  vexation  and  chagrin,” 
but  animated  by  the  jullice  of  the 
caufe  in  which  he  is  engaged,  and 
anxious  to  effedt  the  deliverance  of 
his  country. 

A defire  to  lave  his  caoita!  from  the 
pre fence  and  pillage  of  the  French 
troops,  appears  te  have  induced  the  em- 
peror of  Germ  ; y to  propole  an  armiuice, 
Bonaparte,  tve  thank  him  for  it,  was 
extravagant  in  ms  demands.  As  the 
price  of  an  armiRicc  for  a few  weeks  he 
required,  “ That  the  allies  llioeld  be 
lent  home  ; that  the  Hungarian  h-vy  en 
mafic  Ihouhl  be  difehar  ;ed  ; that  the 
Duchy  of  Venice  and  the  Tyrol  Ihoutd 
be  evacuated  and  previoufly  given  up  to 
the  Freiich  armies.” 

Tliefe  cond  tiom  were  hnrr'diately 
1‘ejeAed,  and  ins  imperial  inajefly,  in 
a foirited  declaration  pu'olifiied  at  Brunn 
• :i  the  13th,  exprefi'es  his  firm  det-r- 
tninatioii  to  continue  the  conteft  with 
the  great  refources  which  lie  finds  in 
the  hearts,  the  profperity,  the  power, 
and  fidelity  of  his  people,  and  with  the 
hill  undimuiifhed  force  of  his  friends 
and  high  allies,  the  emperor  of  Hullia 
and  king  of  Prufiia.
